POSTAL  RATES  AND  FEES 
Notice  of  Proposed  Increases 

September  27,  1973. 

Take  notice  that  of  September  25, 
1973,  the  United  States  Postal  Service 
(Postal  Service  or  Service)  filed  in  Docket 
No.  R74-1  a  Request  for  recommended 
decison  on  changes  in  rates  of  postage 
and  fees  for  postal  services,  pursuant  to 
section  3622  of  the  Postal  Reorganization 
Act  (the  Act). 

The  Service  states  that  its  Request  is 
filed  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Commission’s  rules  of  prac¬ 
tice  (39  CFR  Part  3001,  as  amended). 
It  further  states  that  without  changes  in 
rates  of  postage  and  fees  for  postal  serv¬ 
ices.  and  without  further  appropriations 
by  Congress,  there  would  be  a  revenue  de¬ 
ficiency  in  Fiscal  Year  1975  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $1,898.2  million.  Accordingly,  this 
Commission  is  requested  to  submit  a 
recommended  decision  to  the  Governors 
of  the  Postal  Service  corresponding  to  the 
Service’s  proposed  rates  of  postage  and 
fees  for  postal  services.  ’The  l^rvice’s  rate 
proposal  is  designed  to  generate  from 
mail  users  additional  revenues  of  ap¬ 
proximately  $1,864.8  million  during  Fis¬ 
cal  Year  1975. 

The  Service’s  total  net  income  defi¬ 
ciency  (total  revenue  requirement)  for 
Fiscal  Year  1975  is  estimated  to  be 
$2,079.5  million.  And,  the  Service  ex¬ 


pects  the  balance  of  this  deficiency,  in 
the  amount  of  $214.7  million,  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  an  additional  “revenue  fore¬ 
gone’’  appropriation,  by  the  Congress, 
pursuant  to  39  U.S.C.  section  2401(c), 

The  Postal  Service  requests  changes  in 
rates  of  postage  and  fees  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  classes  of  mail:  first-class  mail  and 
airmail;  priority  mail;  second-class 
mail — ^in-county  and  transient  rates; 
second-class  mail — publications  of  au¬ 
thorized  non-profit  organizations — out¬ 
side  county;  second-class  mail — ^publica¬ 
tions  for  classroom- use — outside  coimty; 
second-class  mail — regular  rate  publica¬ 
tions — outside  county;  controlled-circu- 
lation  mail;  third-class  mail;  fourth- 
class  mail  (parcel  post) ;  fourth-class 
mail  (catalog  rate) ;  fourth-class  mail 
(special  rate  and  library  rate).  ’The  spe¬ 
cific  changes  in  rates  and  fees  proposed 
are  contained  in  the  attached  schedules. 
(See  Attachments  A  and  B.) 

If  any  person  desires  to  be  heard  with 
reference  to  said  Request  and  to  become 
a  party  to  a  proceeding  or  to  participate 
as  a  party  in  any  hearing  on  the  Re¬ 
quest,  that  person  should  file  a  peti¬ 
tion  for  leave  to  intervene.  Petitions  for 
leave  to  intervene  must  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary,  Postal  Rate  Commission, 
Washin^n,  D.C.  20268  on  or  before  Oc¬ 
tober  17,  1973,  and  must  be  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  section  20  of  the  Commission’s 
rules  of  practice  (39  CFR  §  3001.20) .  ’The 
Commission  also  calls  attention  to  sec¬ 
tion  20(b)  which  provides  that  petitions 
for  leave  to  intervene  shall  affirmatively 
state  whether  or  not  petitioner  requests 


a  hearing  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  a  confer¬ 
ence;  and  further,  whether  or  not  the 
petitioner  intends  to  participate  actively 
in  a  hearing.  Alternatively,  persons  seek¬ 
ing  limited  participation,  but  who  do  not 
wish  to  become  parties  may  file  a  written 
request  for  leave  to  be  heard  as  a  “limited 
participator,’’  pursuant  to  section  19a  of 
the  Commission’s  rules  (39  CFR 
§  3001.19a). 

The  Request  of  the  Postal  Service  for 
recommended  decision  on  changes  in 
rates  of  postage  and  fees  for  postal  serv¬ 
ice  is  on  file  with  the  Commission  and 
available  for  public  inspection.

Attachment  B 

PHASING  SCHEDULES  PURSUANT  TO  39  U.S.C.  §  3626 

The  phasing  schedules  set  out  below  concern  phasing,  pursuant  to  39  U.S.C.  S  3626. 

These  schedules  have  been  determined  as  follows.  For  permanent  rates  estab¬ 
lished  and  phased  by  the  Governor’s  decision  on  June  28,  1972,  the  second  step  of 
phasing  is  now  in  effect.  Alternative  assumptions  are  used:  The  rates  shown  in 
Table  A  for  each  subclass  are  based  on  the  assiunption  that  the  iiermanent  rates 
established  in  response  to  this  request  will  be  made  effective  before  July  6,  1974.  On 
this  assumption  the  new  increases  for  each  subclass  entitled  to  phasing,  proposed  in 
Uie  Postal  Service’s  request  for  recommended  decision  on  full  rates,  have  been  di¬ 
vided  into  four  and  nine  parts  respectively  for  the  five-  and  ten-year  phasing  groups, 
and  one  appropriate  part  has  been  added  to  each  step  of  the  phased  rates  specified 
in  the  Governors’  decision  of  June  28  beginning  with  the  second  step  for  each 
subclass.  The  rates  shown  in  Table  B  are  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  perma¬ 
nent  rates  established  in  response  to  this  request  will  be  made  effective  on  or  after 
July  6,  1974.  On  this  assumption  the  new  increases  for  each  subclass  entitled  to 
phasing,  proposed  in  the  Postal  Service’s  request,  have  been  divided  respectively 
into  three  and  eight  parts  and  one  appropriate  part  has  been  added  to  each  step  of 
the  phased  rates  specified  in  ttie  Governors’  decision  of  June  28,  1972  beginning  with 
the  third  step  for  each  sidiclass.
